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NEW YORK (INA). “The 
New York Times" said yesterday 
that the Soviet Union 1s consi- 
dering a new citizenship law 
“that may have a profound im- 
pact on some of the controversial 
practices now being applied to 
emigrants, particularly Jews." 

T. Shabad, a correspondent for 
the newspaper, said news of the 
Proposed legislation was contain- 
ed in a report on a session of 
the Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet which handles legislation 
between the routine sessions of 
the full legislature, the latter 
acting ag rubber stamp for de- 
crees proposed by the Communist 
Party. 

“Work on the legislation ap- 
Pears to be part of an effort to 
make emigration restrictions 
more authoritative, by placing 
them cn a Jevel base. In the ab- 
sence of 8. full-Sedged law, the 
Soviet bas sought to cope with 
the growing departure of Jews 
through a maze of administra- 
tive regulations described by 
emigrants as capricious and de- 
Meaning,” Shabad said. 

He noted that the proposed law 
is the first comprehensive legis- 
lation on the subject since 1938, 
when emigration was yirtually 
non-existent. The new legislation 
is also expected to come to grips 
with the problem of emigrants — 
rélatively few in number — who 
change their minds once abroad 
and seek to return to the Soviet 
Union. 

Last month 2,400 Jews were 
allowed ta emigrate from the So- 
viet Union, bringing the total for

the year to 15,000, diplomatic 
sources said yesterday. 

They said 15,800 emigrated in 
the same period last year. 

In another development, Jew- 
ish sources said the Soviet Sup- 
reme Court has reduced to seven 
years g ten-year sentence given 
te construction worker Isaac 
Shkolnik, 36. 

Shkolnik was convicted on 
April 11 of spying for Israel. 
Anthorities said he spied on So- 
viet Military establishments in 
the Ukrainian town of Vinnitsa 
with the intention of passing his 
information to Israel upon his 
expected arrival there. 

Professor Andrei Sakharov — 
father of the Russian Hydrogen 
bomb — said in an interview 
shown on Swedish television on 
Tuesday night that the Soviet 
Union is an isolated, hopelessly 
bureaucratic society stripped of 
the basic freedom “to come and 
go as you please.” 

The 52-year-old scientist, who 
in recent years has criticised the 
Soviet authorities for the harsh 
treatment of dissidents, expressed 
serious doubts about the whole 
socialist system of society. 

“I used to believe that I under- 
stood socialism, but today I am 
not certain it is anything more 
than a lot of empty words, pro- 
paganda for internal and exter- 
nal consumption.” 

Describing himself as “privileg- 
ed," he said he was not afraid 
himself but for his family and 
his wife's family and relatives. 
“This fear, which is one of the 
most difficult we must live with, 
is at hand,’ he added.

Russia sends

Russia urges keeping 
European frontiers 


HELSINKI (Reuter). — The Soviet Union yesterday called on Euro-

The Government is stymied on 
what to do about inflation. Sug- 
gestions im one department about 
what others shoufd do are causing 
ruffled tempers. 

The Bank of Israel (accused by 
Flnance Minister Sapir earlier this 
week of being “worse than the Op- 
position”) has been pressing for 
higher Interest-rates ag a contribu- 
tion to curbing inflation. Mr. Haim 
Bar-Lev, Minister of Commerce and 
Industry, rejects this idea, declar- 
ing that it would cut investment 


and lower the country’s economic 
growth-rate. 
Accusations that the Treasury 


overspent in April-Jupe are denied 
too. “We borrowed TL670m. from 
the Bank of Israel, that ts true, but 
the money was mostly used to 
finance foreign exchange transac- 
tions. Only 270m. was actually 
atided to the local currency to cir- 
culation,” a senior official told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Dr. Ellezer Sheffer, Director-Gen- 
eral of the Bank of Israel, refutes 
this statement flatly. “The Goven- 
ment’s net borrowings from the 
Bank came to JL760m. during the 
three-month period,” ‘he said last 
night. “Admittedly, some of the 
money went to service foreign 
debts and import defence materials. 
But some was used to import goods 
for sale — and according to our 
reckoning the amount of local cur- 
ΤΌΠΟΥ pumped into clreulation was 
1390m., sot TL70m." 

The authorities are urged to re- 
duce expenditure on public build- 
ings. The Treasury agrees, but 
warns that it will not save very 


much. “Last year, out of construc- 
tion starts totalling 7.380,000 square 
metres, only 665,000 aquare metres 
were public buikiings. Some of them 
are essential amenities (like ‘hos- 
pltals) and cannot be touched. If 
they are omitted, there is barely 
250,000 square metres left that 
could be affected by a building 


freeze." 

What about a stop on luxury 
residences? There is an answer 
here too. “Out of 62,500 apartments 
started in 1972, the number con- 
taining five rooms and more was 
2,700," 

Suggestions that taxes be upped 
get a cold reception: “Under condi- 
‘tions of full employment, higher 
taxes mean higher prices — and 
that is dangerous.” 

TRYING TOO MUCH

to do too much. Defence, immigra- 
tion, big wage settlements (with 
retroactive provisions), social expen- 
diture, social housing, a high in- 
vestment rate, and high export 
growth (of which the capital in- 
flow is a party — all these factors 
fill the pot to overflowing. 

“There is no painless way of 
stemming inflation," the officials ad- 
ded. The hint remains that, unleas 
a painful cut is made somewhere, 
the economy may — after the elec- 
tions — run into a mild recession. 
It will be mild owing to the ample 
foreign exchange reserves avail- 
able, and also because exports will 
remain profitable whatever happens 
on the local market,

nance, brusquely made the follow- 
ing observations: directed (or sub- 
sidised) credit ig Mmited strictly to 
industry and exports. These bran- 
ehea benefit least from inflation. 
Costlier capital would handicap their 
dev. ent — while it would not 
affect the kind of business that can 
easily pass any extra expense on 
to the local customer. 

“Our credit is not cheap by in- 
ternational standards, When visiting 
the U.S., I saw that investors in 
a town like Philadelphia get credits 
of 1 per cent and less, if they 
create new jobs. Foreign companies 
like Monsanto Chemicals will think 
twice about in in Israel if 
we push up the cost of Government 
loans to 12 per cent even though 
our prices have risen by most than 
that.

Striking doctors say Sapir 
mounting harassment drive

TEL AVIV. — The authorities yes- 


terday launched a two-pronged’ le-° 


gal attack against the 6,000 strik- 
ing doctors in an effort to bring 
them to heel and end the four-week 
strike. 

Income tax inspectors raided the 
medical centres and’ hospitals where 
the striking doctors are giving emer- 
gency treatment against fees of 
IL30 and IL50 respectively, and de- 
Manded that income tax deductions 
be made at source. At the same 
time, Kupat Holim filed a suit in 
the Tel Aviv District Court for the 
impoundment of some 1L.250,000 the 
doctors have charged their patients, 
as well as all the receipts given 
out by the doctors. The Court de- 
clined to rule ex parte and set the 
hearing for Thursday. 

The immediate response of the 
Central Committee to those two 
moves, was to call an emergency 
meeting of its members this mor- 
ning “to weigh future plans, includ- 
ing the possibility of withdrawing 
all physicians from the hospitals 
and the medical centres, while 
placing responsibility for this move 
squarely on Finance Minister Pin- 
has Sapir." 

If such a step is taken, it will 
be the first time that the doctors 
have made any move which might 
endanger patients. 

Should the doctors refuse now to 
care for the patients, the Govern- 
Ment would be likely to issue “back 
to work" orders, forcing all the 
doctors back to their posts. 

The Medical Association claimed 


yesterday that some political parties 
were organizing their young mem- 
bers for “physical violence against 
the doctors." A first step in this 
direction took place yesterday when 
a group of youngsters invaded the 
Afula hospital and prevented the 
doctors from working, the Medical 
Association charged. 

Turning to the income tax raids, 
the Associatioa clained ‘that they 
were ἢ the law; the doctora 


‘~did not have to file income tax re- 


turns until the end of the current 
fiscal year, that, is, March 31, 1974, 
The doctors further stated that Mr. 
Sapir could demand income tax de- 
ductions at source from doctors 
only with the sanction of the Knes- 
set Finance Committee and after 
gazetting the appropriate regula~ 
tions. 

Furthermore, the doctors claimed 
that receipts had been given to all 
patients from consecutively num-~ 
bered recelpt books (the patients 
receive part of the fee back from 
Kupat Holim), and if the Govern- 
ment was really interested in learn~ 
ing how much money wag collected, 
it could “examine these books with- 
out the fanfare of income tax 
raids." Moreover, the inspectors, by 
interrupting the doctors at work, 
were making them “tense and 
gervous," thus interfering with 
thelr treatment of patients. 

The Medical Association stated 
that tf the “raid continue each 
patient, except in emergencies, τοί 
be sent to the nearest income tax 
office to pay the tax demanded by 
the authorities, since the doctors 
themselves are unable to keep books 
while treating patients.” 


A spokesman for the Associa- 
tion said yesterday ‘that, during 
Sunday night’s meeting with Mr. 
Sapir, at which ithe reduced 
thes demands drastically, 
Finance Minister threatened that he 
was “going to put the machinery 
against them into top gear." 

The spokesman added that the 
Association feared that yesterday's 
raids were only the first ὦ: ἃ 56. 165

Mr. Gromyko regretted that at a 
time of growing detente in Europe 
tensions were fising rather than 
disappearing in regions like the 
Middle East. He added, “A dange- 
Tous hotbed of war still exists as 
a result of Israel's aggression 
against its Arab neighbours." 

The Soviet Foreign Minister's re- 
ference to the Middle East came 
shortly after the 35-nation confer- 
ence agreed to consider inviting two 
of the Arab states — Algeria and 
Tunisia — to address the meeting. 
The proposal came from Malta and 
Spain. Maltese Prime Minister Dom 
Mintoff is especially keen to have 
the views of Mediterranean states 
heard. 

The conference set up a working 
group to work out a compromise 
on the Maltese demand. The group 
was scheduled to report to the 
morning session today. 

The Forelgn Ministry spokesman 
said in Jerusalem yesterday that, 
if Arab delegates arc invited to 
Helsinki, Israel would make efforts 
to have its own delegates at the 
same level invited too. The spokes- 
man said that no benefit could 2c- 
crue from a debate on the Middic 
Kast at the European conference. 
Nevertheless, if the Arabs were to 
be allowed to state their case then 
Israel would seek the opportunity
